CIRCULATE PETITION 


Sales Tax and Workmen's 
Compensation Acts Would 


Be Voted On 


LITTLE 
ROCK-Govornor Bailey 


will call a special election "to let the 
people settle once for all" fate of the 
sales tax, workmen's compensation and 
venue-change acts if valid referenda 
petitions arc filed, State Representa- 
tive John Henry Mitchum of Inde- 
pendence county said after a con- 
ference with the governor Thursday. 


"The governor prefers to let the peo- 


ple vote on these important measures," 
Representative Mitchum said. 
"He 


feels that would be a fairer plan than 
to call a special session of the legis- 
lature. I had favored a special session 
to enact emergency clauses on the acts, 
thereby making them operative at 
once. But Governor Bailey insisted 
the individual voters should be given 
the final word." 


"The special election will be called 


after referenda petitions are checked 
thoroughly," Mr. Milchum said. "The 
governor warned again that he would 
prosecute any persons found guilty of 
obtaining illegal signatures." 


Signers Being Checked 


J. Charles Linthicum, president and 


lawyer for the Arkansas Taxpayers 
Association, which was formed 
to 


circulate petitions to refer the sales 
tax law, said: 


"I don't blame the governor for 


checking the signatures. We are do- 
ing the same. Each signer is being 
certified by the county clerk before 
his signature is accepted," 


Two representatives of the associa- 


tion who arc circulating the petitions 
are meeting "some opposition," Mr. 
Linthicum said. He said he was un- 
able to say when the required 8,241 
signatures may be obtained. 


Slate Labor Department 
officials 


received reports that the workmen's 
eoiniipnsntfpnv vpfcmndum-,- petitions 
arc being signed by many persons in 
the western Arkansas coal field dis- 
trict. 


Filing of valid referenda petitions 


with the secretary of state would au- 
tomatically nullify the contested acts 
until referred to the people.

tain action without wailing until the 
general election is held in November 
1940.

Will 1'rlces Do a Drop? 


In effect, the stamp scheme ndds 


50 per cent to the weekly foodbuying 
power of the relict clients. In the 
Rochester, whore 20,000 families are 
gelling some form of relief, an ex- 
Ircmely rough cslimalc has it that the 
.grocers will sell something like ?15,- 
000 worth ot food a week beyond 
what they have been selling. 


As the demand rises, lho grocers 


will naturally handle a greater vol- 
ume of the various foodstuffs official- 
ly designated as "surplus"; hence, 
they will be able lo reduce their 
margins and cut prices. As they do 
this, non-relief buying of these com- 
modities can be expected lo increase. 


That, at any rate, is the theory. 


I f . i t doesn't work out that way—if, 
by next fall, it is found that the 
stamp scheme has been very nice for 
the relief clients and Ihe grocers, 
but no good to anybody else—then the 
plan will, in 
all 
probability, be 


abandoned as a failure. 


As the department sees it, the 


only way in which buying food for 
relict people at retail prices can be' 
jusliticd is through a narrow price 
margin which will lead lo lower rclail 
price levels and lo wider consumplion 
by the general public. 


Them is already some reason to hope 


lhat it may work out that way. 


Dr. F. V. Waugh, head of the Div- 


ision of Marketing Reaserch in the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics, was 
in Rochester when the stamp plan 
officially got under way there. 
He 


lalkcd with many grocers, among them 
the head of the largest grocery chain 
in the city. This man said his chain 
had already begun a price-culling 
experiment in one of the "surplus" 
commodities. 


Corn Meal Exeprimcnt 


According to this grocer, the chain 


had been carrying corn meal at a 
100 per cent mark-up; in other words, 
the retail price was double the whole- 
sale price. 
In ordinary times, that 


was a fair enough spread; corn meal 
moves rather slowly and requires a 
substanlial mark-up to make it pro- 
fitable to handle. 


But since corn meal is one of the 


eight commodities on which the Roch- 
ester reliefers must spend their blue 
slanips, it is likely lo move a good 
deal fasler now. So the chain has 
cut- the retail price one-third,- and is 
waiting to see what happens. 


The Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 


ics is making elaborate plans to check 
up on Ihe results ot the Rochester 
experiment. For one thing, it will 
collect complete figures on tl^e ship- 
ment into Rochester by tra'in and 
truck of Ihc food-stuffs involved. 


For anther, it will pick a few 


"sample" stores in different parts of 
the city and make a wcck-by-wcek 
study of Iheir sales records lo show 
actually being bought. 
To compare 


with these figures, statislics will be 
oblained, running a couple ot years 
back, to show how those commodities 
move ordinarily. 


Plan's Spread Expected 


Meanwhile, the department is gath- 


ering data on other cities where the 
experiment may be started. Use of the 
stamps is the gel under way in Day- 
ton, O., probably within a fortnight, 
beyond that, no city has been definalc- 
ly selected, although 35 or 40 are under 
consideration. 


The foodstuffs officially designat- 


ed as "surplus" will undoubtedly be 
changed from time to time. At pre- 
sent the list includes butter, eggs, dry 
beans, dried prunes, organes, grape- 
fruit, flour (both white and whole 
wheat) und corn meal. 
Later on 


the. list may be varied to take care 
of local, seasonal surplsues. 


Bureau officials are confident that 


to make the plan work by cutting 
retail prices whenever increased de- 
mand makes a cut justified. For a 
long time the grocer has felt that the 
relief system didn't give him a fpir 
break.

Minisler Chamberlain offered Friday 
to lay down a definite long range 
policy for European peace it Ger- 
many would renounce in a convincing 
way her "intention of aggression or 
further use of force" in relations with 
other counlries. 


Speaking in foreign affairs debate 


in the House of Commons, Chamber- 
lain said, however, Britain is "not pre- 
pared to buy peace with concessions 
which only lead to further demands." 


He was replying to David Lloyd 


George, war-time Prime Minister, who 
demanded a speedy conclusion of an 
alliance with Soviet Russia, and Clem- 
ent R. Atllee, leader of Ihe labor op- 
posilion who urged a clear, firm for- 
eign policy. 


Chamberlain declared Ihc German 


governmenl itself was responsible for 
lack of faith in its assertion of non- 
aggressive inlcntions. 


Poles Hint Peace 


BERLIN—(/PJ—A conciliatory ges- 


ture from Warsaw gave rise to hope 
lhat Ihe quarrel between >Poland and 
Germany mighl be adjuslcd by peace- 
ful negotiation. This hope for ending 
Ihe dispute over Germany's demand 
for return to Danzig and a right of way 
across Pomorze was based on the com- 
ment ot.lljB official Gazeta.Pplska that 
a "reasonable setllemenl" should.be 
possible. 


Informcdl Germans were not partic- 


ularly optimislic. Officials remarked 
that Warsaw's conciliatory words were 
not yet backed by substanlial sug- 
gestions of what a "reasonable setlle- 
menl" would be,

actly what Germany has been want- 
ing all along," said a Propaganda Min- 
istry spokesman. "The Fuehrer in all 
liis discussions of the Polish problem 
never mentioned the word war." 


Colonial Demands Renewed 


With increasing vigor, Nazis voiced 


demands for return of German col- 
onies. 


"We demand return of the loot," 


Gen Franz von Epp, Rcichsfuehrer 
Hitler's deputy in colonial mailers, 
shouted at a mass meeling of the Gor- 
man Colonial Associalion in Vienna. 


As Ihe second Colonial Congress 


ended with a demonstration by 100,- 
000 persons, General von Epp gave 
Australian officials old flags of Ger- 
man prewar colonial defense troops to 
bo draped with black mourning crepe 
"until justice has been vindicated by 
the relurn of the colonies." 


Hitler to Go to Polish Border 


Reports persi:Ssd that Hitler, com- 


pleting his inspection of fortifications 
along the western frontier, next week 
would go to the Polish border to ex- 
amine eastern defenses. 


Troop movements along the western 


frontier, subject of anxious comment 
in France, were acknowledged openly. 
Specialized troops, it was said, were 
moved inlo advanced positions to dem- 
onstrate the way in which the fortifi- 
calion system would be used.

The first real serious consideration 


of a new building to care for the grow- 
ing work of First Baptist church came 
during the pastorate of Dr. W. A. 
Bowen 10 years ago. Dr. Bowen sought 
to convince the leadership of the 
church that a" new aduitorium and 
Educational Building could and should 
be built at once in one unit. The 
members of the church felt lhat the 
task was too great for them lo under- 
take during the uncertain limps of de- 
pression. 


"Pny As You Go" 


During the pastorale of the Rev. 


Wallace R. Rogers a commitlee was 
appointed to consider recommending 
the erection of an Educational Build- 
ing. 
Tliis commitlee reported unfav- 


orably. A second committee was later 
appointed. This committee also felt 
that it would be impossible for the 
church to pay for the kind of building 
which was needed. 


Finally, a third committee was ap- 


pointed and along about then came a 
fire which destroyed one of the build- 
ings which was being used-for'Sun- 
day School purposes. Quickly a de- 
cision was m'adc to tear down the other 
buildings and recommend erection of 
a modern educational plant on the 
"pay as you go" basis. Sunday school 
classes met in nearby buildings for 
more than a year. 


Actual construction began late in 


1934. 
Slowly but surely the building 


rose from the foundation to its present 
beautiful completeness.^The Rev. Rog- 
ers was a moving spirit throughout 
the entire period of construction, His 
optimislic determination kept even 
the conservative members 
of the 


church thinking "it can be done." 


Is ftlodern Structure 


Early in 193C it became evident lhat 


it would be necessary to borrow 
money (o complete the building at 
once if the weather was not to dam- 
ago seriously what had already been 
built. After consideration was given 
to several sources, it was finally de- 
cided to borrow the money locally. 
A loan of $7,000 was secured on May 
15, 1030. This amount covered all bills 
outstanding for material and labor at 
that time, 


Altogether, including the loan, the 


special Building Fund Committee spent 
$11,000 in the erection of the Educa- 
tional Building. Maany small dona-

-The1 oxy- 
gen becomes attached to the hemo- 
globin and Is released to the cells of 
the body. 


Also»in the blood-arc while, cells, 


varying In number from 5000 to 7000 
for euch cubic millimeter of blood. 
They protect the body against germs 
and assist in various other functions 
us the protective agency of the body. 
They increase slightly In number dur- 
ing exercise, digestion nnd cold baths. 


The volume of blood in your body 


Is largely responsible for your resist- 
ance. If ydit are fat, one-thirtieth of 
your body' weight nVay be blood, tf 
you are thin, the percentage may be 
one-twentieth.. The short-windedness 
Of fat persons is attributed to this fnct. 


When you exercise, the number of 


red'blood cells In the blood near the 
surface of the body definitely 
in- 


creases. The amount of red material 
in the red blood cells may also be in- 
creased, perhaps ns n result of the con- 
centration of the blood that occurs in 
association With exercise. If yoil sweat, 
tho blood becomes more concentrated 
and thereby more efficient within cer- 
tain limits. 


The efficiency of the flow of blood 


through blood vessels is dependent 
largely on the size and efficiency of 
your heart. Unless the heart is func- 


tioning well, the blood will hot flow 
through your blood vessels ns it ahuld, 
and there will nol be available to the 


tissues of cells the oxygen that Is re* 


quired,

A* a result of this attendance, Ve- 


quests for further Information about 
Arkansas have been received from 25 
states and'.two foreign countries. 


The attendance survey showed that 


visitors remained longer in tho Ark- 
ansas exhibit than in any other state's. 
One reason for this is the motion pic- 
ture about Arkansas, shown In a lit- 
tle 72-seat theater which Is a part of 
of tho exhibit. The scats aro com- 
fortable and the' show is interesting, 
so they stay and are rested and in- 
formed at the same Unite. 


Incidentally, there lias been some 


misunderstanding regarding the na- 
ture and extent of the difficulty with 
the motion picture operators' union at 
the exhibit. So far there has been no 
trouble and we hope there is none. We 
merely served notice on the Fnir man- 
agement that we intended to operate 
our little 16 mm automatic machine 
with our own-Arkansas-personnel. 


The machine needs no operator, un- 


ion or otherwise, but we did 'go in with 
the hundreds of other exhibitors and 
agree lo:pay our-proportion to share 
of $150 per week for n union operator 
to "service" our machine. Our cost 
would have been about $21 a week. 
Then, two days before tho Fair open- 
ed, the union repudiated tho signed 
agreement and went bock to its origi- 
nal demand that full-time union oper- 
ators bo employed at a cost of $150 
per week for each machine. 


We do hot have that kind of money 
i pay for services we don't need and 


wouldn't uscj so we announced we 
would close up and go homo before 
we would pay it. So far we arc still 
operating and getting the crowds.

Temperance lessons ace particularly 


needed a; u time when the nation 
has been in reaction from legislation 
concerning the liquor traffic, 
and 


when habits of drinking have been so 
widely'revived and have" taken hold 
even in homes and among groups of 
people that a few years ago would 
have had nothing to do with alcohol. 
, It is generally recognized that a 
great deal of the good results at- 
tained in the long course of temperance 
propagandlsm in this country has been 
nullified by this reaction and by the 
whole spirit of the times, -which em- 
phasizes the trend toward excitement 
and the demand for artificial stim- 
ulation. 


In times like these, it is well to 


take a long view and to get a right 
perspective. The Bible helps us very 
much in attaining that, for 
here 


In this bilk that comes out of the 
intimate life of ancient times and anc- 
ient peoples we have enforced again 
nnd again, the elemnlal facts and 
truths which our generation is tend- 
ing to ignore concerning the nature 
and efefcts of strong drink. 


Perhaps we should put it a little 


more on the postive and constructive 
side, and stress what the Bible says 
concerning the good effects of sobriety 
nnd abstinence from everything that 
weakens and destroys human will and 
morale. 


This is positive side is brought be- 


fore us in many ways. 
We have 


the picture .of Daniel and his com- 
panions, strong and healthy and of a 
fine counteonce because they refused 
.to touch the liquor and luxurious 
foods that the king commanded to be 
given them. 


Here we have the story of the Rech- 


abities . who, under the leadership 
of Jonadab, were early 
teetotalers, 


pledging themselves forever from ab- 
stinence from strong drink and ac- 
cepting this abstinent discipline for 
their families as well. 


This strong and healthy aspect of 


the Rechabities was not entirely as- 
sociated with, or confined to, their ab- 
stinence from liquor. They lived in 
tents and had all the helpful and 
strengthening experiences of outdoor 
life. 


We are not likely to emulate the 


Rechnbities in refusing to dwell in 
houses, but we are perhaps reminded 
that abstinence from strong drink is 
only one phase'of the foundation of 
healthful and happy living. 


Temperance 
in its -larger aspect 


implies an observance of all the laws 
fo good health. 
It ies the Christ- 


ian's privilege and duty to redeem 
the time, even whein the days and the 
surrounding enviroment are evil. Re- 
deming the time means, jn effect, 
buying up the days and making them 
one's own by right and profitable 
living. 


The closing verses of the lesson 


emphasize the application of all this 
to the' hime. There can be no sound 
or true society, as there can be no 
favorable conditions for the individual 
life, except as good homes gre main- 
tained and relationships of love and 
loyalty are upheld in the family. 


How seriously many homes of to- 


day have lapsed from that Ideal, and 
how necssary it is that we should re- 
store it if we would build strongly 
nnd well in church and state!
